Formal Accusation Is Filed 
Against Husband of 
“Flapper Slayer.” 


TAUNTS, SAYS CORONER, 
DROVE HER TO DEATH 


Canton, Ohio, Official Sees 
Parallel With Case of 
D. C. Stephenson. 


Canton, Ohio, Dec, 28 (A.P.).—Wilbur 
G. Hedman, 27-year-old Lorain furnace 
salesman, today was formally charged 
with the mugder of his wife, Margaret, 
21, whom he has named as the slayer 
of Vernard E. Fearn, Canton coal dealer. 

After two weeks of investigation of 
Heldman’s story that: his attractive 
young wife committed suicide after con- 
fessing that she was the “flapper” who 
killed Fearn, Stark County Coroner T. 
C. McQuate filed an affidavit charging 
“moral murder” with Justice of the 
Peace Donald M. Smith. 

McQuate said he based his charge 
against Heldman on a similarity in the 
conviction of D. C. Stephenson, of In- 
dianapolis, former Ku Klux Klan leader 
oi the death of Miss Madge Iberholtzer 
in 1925. 


Assails “Inhuman Course.” 


The coroner said that by Heldman’s 
“inhuman course the night of her 
death, if nothing more; she (his wife) 
was compelled to turn that gun upon 
herself.” As Stephenson was sentenced 
to life imprisonment for second degree 
murder upon his conviction of inhuman 
treatment by refusing to ald Miss Ober- 
holtzer after she had taken poison, 
McQuate hopes to show that Heldman, 
by his threats and actions, was “morally 
responsible” for the death of his wife 

McQuate said one of the statements to 
be used to how Heldman responsible 
for his wife’s death was his alleged ac- 
count that he told her she was “headed 
for the electric chair for killing Fearn” 
just a moment before she drew her gun 
and shot herself. 

The Stark County Grand Jury Is ex- 
pected to begin consideration of the 
case when it convenes January 7, un- 
less Heldman demands a preliminary 
hearing before that time. 

Coroner McQuate would not reveal 
his evidence against Heldman, but said 
that all witnesses called in the investi- 
gation, numbering more than a dozen, 
would appear before the grand jury. 


Died of Heart Wound. 


Heldman’s wife died from a bullet 
would in her heart the night of De- 
cember 13. The young salesman said 
she took her life with the same gun 
she used the evening of December 6, 
when Fearn was called to the front of 
his home and felled with six shots fired 
from an automatic pistol. Heldman 
asserted he was bringing his wife here 
to answer for Fearn’s death, and that 
her death occurred in their automobile 
just as they reached the outskirts of 
Canton, 

Heldman was released, but at the

Vare, Off to Florida, 
Passes Through City 


Senator-Elect’s Doctor Says He Ordered Removal 
Despite Reed’s Summons; Conditions Here, 


He Adds, Caused Setback.

The road that stretches between the 
fog of Capitol Hill and the sunshine of

1 will never forget that 
period.” . 

Mrs. Isaacson had motored half way 
around the world with her husband. 
Their wedding tour came to an abrupt 
end when she with other women and 
the children of the foreign settlement 
in Kabul were removed from their pre- 
carious position hy British planes. Al- 
though it was hoped that all foreigners 
could be evacuated eventually, Isaacson 


remained behind with the other men 


and reports today of heavy snowfall 
at the Kabul Airdrome made the 
chances of quick relief seem remote. 

“Of course, I am anxious for the 
safety of Allen, my husband,” said Mrs. 
Isaacson, “but I hope the wonderful 
British pilots and their machines will 
be on hand if there is any more 
trouble. 

“Everything was calm and safe when 
we arived in Kabul. We went our way 
entirely unaware of trouble brewing all 
over the country, and for some time did 
not realize the danger we were in. The 
first sign came from a curious source— 
there was a shortage of food at the 
hotel and rumors spread that the roads 
were impassable owing to trouble at 
Jalalabad.

Sloth’s Hide Found 


Yellow Hair Upon Patches 
of Million-Year-Old Skin; 
Tendons Hold Bones. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 28 (A.P.).— 
A ground sloth, classified Nothrother- 
lum, believed to have lived 500,000 to 
1,000,000 years ago, has been obtained 
by the Peabody Museum at Yale, it 
Was announced today. The animal is 
described by Prof. Richard S. Lull, 
director of the museum, as being in 
an amazing state of preservation. The 
entire skeleton is intact, the bones 
being held in articulation by the 
original tendons and ligaments. 

Several patches of the hide still re- 
main, bearing hair, which is dense, 
rather long and straight, and of a pale 
yellow color. The sloth was found 
beneath the surface of an extinct 
crater in Dona Ana County, N. Mex., 
by Ewing Waterhouse, of El Paso, 
Tex. When alive the sloth measured 
about 8 feet to the tip of its heavy 
tail.

Held to Escape Law, 
Despite Decision.

Pint and quart transactions in liquor 
Still can be conducted without fear on 
the buyer’s part that he will be con- 
victed of conspiracy, it was learned yes- 
terday from prohibition officials 

Enforcement will continue along pres- 
ent lines, regardless of the recent rul- 
ing by a Philadelphia Federal judge 
that under certain clreumstances a 
buyer is equally guilty with the seller, 
both Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Lowman and Prohibition Commis- 
Sioner Doran said 

“We are greatly pleased over the decl- 
sion,” Lowman commented, “but we 
can not make use of it until it has been 
thrashed out in the higher courts.” 

Doran expressed belief the decision 
might make an effective enforcement 
weapon if the United States Supreme 
Court upholds it. Prosecution of large 
transactions will be easier. 

Only Covers Transportation, 

A member of the Prohibition Bu- 
reau’s legal staff said the decision could 
not be used in the case of a simple 
sale where no question of transporta- 
tion is involved. 

“In other the attorney ex- 
plained, “a purchaser can go to a boot- 
legger and buy liquor without danger 
of conviction on conspiracy charges 
unless it involves a large transaction. 

“A buyer also can call a bootlegger 
and say ‘I want a pint or a quart’ with 
equal freedom of arrest : 

“I am sure the decision is sound 
legally but, as 1 understand it, the de- 
cision involves only transportation on 
a large scale. The buyer, who was con- 
victed, conspired for the transporta- 
tion of a large amount of liquor from 
Philadelphia to New York. He made ar- 
rangements for the Shipments and 
therefore was guilty of conspiracy.”

Keefer Expresses Opinion. 


M. D. Keefer, special assistant to At- 
torney General Sargent, expressed the 
Opinion that conspiracy charges apply 
Only to cases where the purchaser gives 
Specific instructions for transporting 
liquor. 

“The mar who orders liquor by tele- 
phone can not be prosecuted for con- 
spira.y unless he provides or directs a 
certain mode or route of transporta- 
tion,” he said. 

An Antisaloon League official ex- 
pressed the opinion that the decision 
would not be used against the pint and 
quart purchaser. 

“The conspiracy clause’ was not en- 
acted for the purpose of apprehending 
the pint purchaser but 1s solely to stop 
large transactions,” the dry official 
said.

Powers Agree as Preparatory 
Commission Is Called to 
Meet April 15. 


PRESIDENT VOICES VIEWS 


Geneva, Dec. 28 (U.P.).—Groundwork 
for a League of Nations general dis- 
armament conference 1n 1930 probably 
will be laid in April, when the prepara- 
tory disarmament commission will be 
convened. 

Dr. E. Loudon, president of the pre- 
paratory commission, indicated today 
that principal world powers had reached 
a basis for an understanding when he 
announced the convocation of the com- 
mission April 15. 

It was admitted, however, that the 
general conference would not attempt 
to go beyond the limitation of arma- 
ments, leaving actual reductions for fu- 
ture conferences. Although there is no 
fixed agenda for the preparatory com- 
mission meeting, it will be obliged to 
first dispose of the Soviet project call- 
ing for partial disarmament On a basis 
of 50 per cent reduction of present 
armaments. 

Later the commission will seek an 
agreement on a draft of a general dis- 
armament project which was not ac- 
cepted last March because of divergen- 
cies In the English and French views 
on naval reductions. The reading of 
this draft is expected to be the out- 
standing business of the April meeting 
because of the anticipated rejection of 
the Soviet plan of arms reduction.

Franklin D. Roosevelt Speaks 
at Memorial Meeting Held 
in New York. 


OTHER CITIES IN TRIBUTE 


New York, Dec. 28 
D. Roosevelt, 


(A.P.).—Franklin 
Governor-elect of New 
York State and Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy under Woodrow Wilson, told 
those gathered in New York for the 
Wilson memorial dinner tonight that in 
hailing the war-time President as a 
great idealist the fact that he also was 
a great administrator often was for- 
gotten. 

The dinner, held at the Hote] Astor, 
was the eighth memorial gathering for 
Wilson here. Henry Morgenthau, for- 
mer Ambassador to Turkey, presided. 

“During those years which have 
passed since the death of our great 
leader,”” Mr. Roosevelt said, “the greater 
emphasis in our thouznjts of him has 
been placed on his idealism—on that 
quality which stirred the Nation to its 
depths in the most critical period of 
world affairs. It is right that the prin- 
cipal emphasis should be placed on the 
idealism of Wilson, because it is that 
quality which makes him, and will 
make him for all time, an example for 
American Presidents and, indeed, for 
all public servants.

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Mysterious Illness Hits 
Conqueror of Pellagra 


Dr. Joseph Goldberger, Public Health Service Expert, 
Stricken; Fourteen Fellow Workers Volunteer Blood 
to Combat Anemia That Follows Strange Ailment. 


(Associated Press.) 

Dr. Joseph Goldberger, of the United 
States Public Health Service, who for 
15 years battled pellagra and finally 
found the cause and cure of the 
disease, for three weeks has been 
fighting for his own life here against 
an ailment his doctors are at a loss 
to explain. 

At the Naval Hospital the physicians 
have agreed that he is suffering from 
some form of anemia, though this 
may not be the primary illness. 

When fellow health officials learned 
that blood transfusions at regular 
intervals had been ordered, 20 of them 
volunteered as donors. Fourteen were 
found to have blood compatible with 
that of Dr. Goldberger, and they agreed 
to offer themselves, one every Tuesday 
and every Thursday. 

Already two of the scientist’s com- 
rades have given a pint of their blood 
The others will take their turns in the 
semi-weekly transfusions as long as 
they are deemed necessary. 

The Public Health Service today re- 
fused -to reveal the identities.of the 


officials, explaining that their action 
was “a matter of course.” 

Dr. Goldberger, an Austrian by birth, 
has been in charge of field investiga- 
tions of pellagra by the Public Health 
‘Service for fifteen years. Through his 
work and that of associates, it was 
rproven that the disease is caused by 
unbalanced. diet. Studies in connec- 
tion with this discovery have added 
materially to the world’s knowledge 
of nutrition in general. One of Dr. 
Goldberger’s studies showed that vita- 
min “B” is composed of two sub- 
stances; another that pellagra is caused 
by the absence of a specific vitamin, 
which he named “PP.” 

A threatened outbreak of pellagra in 
the Mississippi Valley, following the 
flood of 1927, was averted through the 
distribution by the Red Cross of seve- 
ral tons of dried yeast among refugees. 
Dr. Goldberger’s investigations had 
shown that dried yeast is both a pre- 
ventive and a cure. : 

He was at work on dietetie studies 
in the Public Health Service’s labora-

Quieter Sleep and Restful 
Day Reported; Anxiety 
Not Yet Relaxed. 


London, Dec. 28 (A.P.).—A restful 
day for King George and maintenance 
of a slight overnight improvement 
served to allay partly the alarm caused 
by Thursday night’s bulletin from the 
doctors attending his majesty. No extra 
consultants were called to the palace 
this evening, and this fact also was 
considered reassuring. 

The brief bulletin issued about 8:30 
p. m. and signed by Sir Stanley Hewett, 
Lord Dawson of Penn and Sir Hugh 
Rigby, said: 

“The king had a restful day. The 
slight improvement noted this morning 
is maintained.” 

The earlier announcement, which 
was not issued until nearly noon, was 
as follows: 

“The king had a fair night with 
quieter sleep toward morning. There 
is less difficulty with taking nourish- 
ment and the general condition has im- 
proved during the last twelve hours.” 

Anxiety at the palace will continue, 
however, until the medical advisors are 
able to inform the nation that definite 
progress toward recovery can be noted. 
The ultra-violet ray treatment was ad- 
ministered again this evening and pre- 
sumably will be continued for the pres- 
ent. 

A morning announcement sald that 
new remedial measures were being con- 
sidered by the physicians. Tonight, 
however, there had been no indication 
o what these would be. It had been 


made known that they were necessi- 
tated by the king’s loss of welght and 


strength arising from the difficulty ex- 
perienced in persuading him to take 
nourishment. The fact that this diffi- 
culty had lessened overnight may have 
had something to do with the subse- 
quent silence on the subject of the 
proposed new remedies. 

There were other indications, too, of 
a more hopeful feeling at the palace. 
After th> evening bulletin the Prince 
of Wales. who had dined with Queen 
Mary, decided to adhere to his original 
intention of hunting with the Belvoir 
hounds tomorrow. The Duke and Duch- 
es' of York have postponed their re- 
turn from Naseby Hall, Northampshire, 
until Saturday. They had intended to 
come back to London tonight. 


Gloucester Back in City. 


The Duke of Gloucester returned to 
the city this evening after enjoying a 
day with the Quorn: hounds. 

A mysterious medical package ar- 
rived from the: United States today, 
sealed in a foreign office bag. It was 
delivered direct to Sir Clive Wigram, 
one of the king’s equerries. 

The Associated Press learned that the 
package contained a preparation known 
as Dakin’s solution. This was used by 
the allied armies during the war for 
the sterilization of wounds.

Imperial, Calif., Dec. 28 (A.P.).—

Nebula’s Speed Amazing. 


“A few weeks ago,” Dr. Adams wrote, 
“a small spiral neubla, near one of the 
poles of the Milky Way was observed 
with the 100-inch refiector on Mt. Wil- 
son. It was very faint, and part of one 
of the most distant objects within 
range of present telescopes. It was 
found to be moving away:from the 
earth at the amazing rate of nearly 
2,500 miles per second, nearly double 
the velocity of any cosmical object so 
far observed.” 

When Dr. Adams’ paper was read the 
story of its significance “broke” tn com- 
ments by other astronomers. The ques- 
tion they asked was: 

Is the speed real, or is it something 
else? 

For Dr. Adams’ figures agreed with 
what had been expected of the “seem- 
ing speed”’ of so distant an object. If 
this Is not rea) speed, but the mysteri- 
ous “something else” that has been 
puzzling astronomers, it is explained 
as the “closed universe.” That is to 
say, if a person could start out to 
travel, like light, through space, he 
would find himself proceeding much us 
if on the surface of the earth, so that 
he would come back ultimately to his 
starting point. The nature of this 
light bending is not fully understood, 
but the discovery is hailed as of great 
significance. 


Is Relatively Effect. 


Dr. Harlow Shapley, director of Har- 
vard Observatory, explained Dr. Adams’ 
paper by saying: 

“The measured velocity of 2,500 miles 
a second is, I believe, not a measure of 
actual motion, but more probably a 
measure of ‘crumpling of space,’—a rel- 
ativity effect. One of the deductions 
from the general theory of relativity is 
that the space-time universe Its ‘finite, 
but unbounded,’ and that very distant 
Objects should show a spurious velocity 
of recession.” (Or flight away from the 
earth's position.)

The figures show, said Johnson, 
“thet throughout the country, partic- 
ularly in the South, with the excep- 
tion of Mississippi, distinct progress is 
being made.”

Alsace Autonomists 
Interdicted by Pope 


Strasbourg, France, Dec. 28 (A.P.).— 
Announcement was made today that 
Bishop Ruch, of Strasbourg, acting on 
instructions of the Holy See, has de- 
cided to pronounce an interdiction of 
the exercise of ecclesiastical functions 
against the Fathers Haegy and Schiiess, 
prominent leaders of the autonomist 
party. The interpretation of the an- 
nouncement here is that the vatican’s 
action is due to the recent attempted 
assassination of Prosecutor Fachot in 
Paris. Father Schiiess is owner of the 
autonomist mewspaper, Elsaesser, of 
Strasbourg, and Father Haegy is owner 
of a similar paper, the Elsaesser Kurier, 
in Colmar, 

Georges Benoist, who shot down 
Fachot, is reported to have admitted to 
the police that his mind became in- 
flamed against the prosecutor after 
reading violent articles criticizing hiin 
in the newspapers owned by Fathers 
Haegy and Schlicss.

Policies of U. S. Frankly Told, 
Removing Wrong Views, 
Say Associates. 


TARIFF STAND CLEARED 


On Board U. 8S. 8. Utah en Route to 
Hampton Roads, Dec. 28 (A.P.).—The 
visit of President-elect Hoover to Latin 
America, in the judgment of some of 
his immediate associates, has served 
to remove a number of misunderstand- 
Ings, particularly as to the United 
States’ attitude on intervention and 
tariff policies. 

They believe more cordial relations 
will result, as the Latin-Americans ‘now 
have had the opportunity to meet and 
know the President-elect and present 
their own viewpoints, so as to enable 
him bettter to comprehend their as- 
pirations and problems. 

The questions of intervention and 
tariff arose, particularly in the Argen- 
tine, where there has been considerabie 
propaganda, described as of foreign 
origin, against the United States. There 
has been some feeling of hostility 
against the United States in that coun- 
try, both over the tariff on corn and 
flax and on the Nicaraguan question. 


Hoover Talked Freely. 


Mr. Hoover and his cssoclates talked 
very frankly with President Yrigoyen 
and members of his cabinet on these 
subjects. They left with the feeling 
that at least the American viewpoint 
had been presented to the Argentines 
so that there will be a better under- 
standing of it than ever before. The 
President-elect, in his discussions with 
President Yrigoyen, emphasized what 
has long been his own viewpoint, that 
is, that there is no policy on the part 
of the United States of intervention 
into the affairs of its sister republics, 
but a desire to be mutually helpful and 
to exchange ideas and suggestions for 
the benefit of all. 

Mr. Hoover explained further that 
when local conditions produced anarchy 
in any country, the Uniteq States ts 
naturally more interested than any 
other nation that such conditions 
should no recur. 

He called attention, nowever, to the 
fact that itn cases of intervention for 
the protection of American life and 
property, the United States has with- 
drawn aS s00n as a Stable government 
has been set up, and has asked nothing 
for itself in the way of territory, or 
even in repayment of the expenses and 
maintenance of its armed force. He 
pointed out that this policy is any- 
thing but an exhibition of imperialistic 
design. 

The President-elect’s discussions on 
the tariff question with the Argentine 
officials were general, covering a wide 
range and dealing particularly with 
business and economic aspects The 
President-elect made it clear that the 
United States has to protect its own 
markets for its own producers because of 
the situation resulting from wartime 
overproduction. He further emphasized 
that the United States tariff was nov 
aimed against Argentina, but merely 
covered a general protection policy sim- 
ilar to that toward other countries. 

During these discusstons, which were 
described as most triendly, suggestions 
were made that the Argentine govern- 
ment translate some of its own ex- 
portable corn into cattle and hogs, and 
that the Argentine produce more of the 
articles now imported, such as vege- 
table oils, as a means of improving its 
own agricultural situation. 


New Canal Urged. 


Since President-elect Hoover is known 
as an economist, it was natura] that 
economic matters should be brought to 
his attention itn a number of countries, 
from Costa Rica south to Chile, and 
from Chile to Brazil, The Nicaraguan 
canal was one of the subjects discussed 
both tn Nicaragua and Costa Rica, it 
is believed that a realization of that 
project is nearer as a result of the good- 
will tour. 

President-elect Moncada of Nicara- 
gua was particularly ‘nterested in this 
subject, while the Costa Ricans have an 
interest in Fonseca Bay, which, under 
the canal treaty with Nicaragua, would 
be used by the United States as a naval 
base. 


Uniform Speech in U.S. 
From **Talkies”’ Is Seen 


Chicago, Dec, 28 (A.P.).—A predic- 
tion that America’s speech will be unt- 
form throughout the land in 25 years 
if talking pictures keep on developing, 
was made today by Prof. John Muys- 
kens, of the University of Michigan, ad- 
dressing the National Association of 
Teachers of Speech, meeting here. 

The Southern drawl, the nasal twang 
of the Easterner, the broad “A” of Bos- 
ton, the provincialism of the Westerner, 
all were heard this morning when rep- 
resentatives of these sections gave read- 
ings to show sectional differences in 
speech. 

Prof. Muyskens urged uniformity in 
speech as an asset to national progress. 


New Manchurian Chiefs 
Accept Rule by Nanking 


Mukden, Manchuria, Dec. 29 (Satur- 
day)—~(A. P.).—General Chang Hsueh-~- 
Liang and his associates today an- 
nounced that they had decided without 
reservation to accept the authority 
of the Nanking government and to 
hoist the flag of nationalist China 
today. 


Shang Hsueh-Liang, sometimes known 
as the “Young Marshal,” or the “Little 
General,” inherited the rule of the 
three eastern provinces from his 
father, Marshal Chang Tso-Lin. With 
the overlordship of Manchuria, he in- 
herited a fortune of many millions.

Engraving Processes Hold 
Victor in Essay—Writing 
for Students. 


By RAY MILLER 
(Big News Contest Winner.) 

Today I got a glimpse that was really 
a good, long look into the assembling 
of a newspaper, its “private life” in 
the home building. First I was ushered 
into the filing room, with its row 
after row of massive cabinets. In one 
section are kept al] the photographs 
that have ever been used, that is, all 
of prominent people whose pictures are 
likely to be needed at another time 
Each man has an envelope or several 
envelopes, containing the photos, an 
explanation of the incident or event at 
the time each was ‘aken, and a short 
biography. Thus in a few minutes all 
the information desired about a man 
can be secured, together with an ap- 
propriate cut and caption. The sports 
department has a file to itself. 
another row is an alphabetical refer- 
ence guide for every article of im- 
portance published in the paper. Each 
morning a copy of The Post is dis- 
sected and the headlines and cuts 
labeled to be stored away in this file. 
This room is known as the “morgue.”

|in the newspaper itself are printed by 
| means of a system of raised dots on the 

form on the press. It was toward the 

(end of.being turned into these raised 
dots that the picture weft through all 
_the next stages. It had already been 
| determined how large the cut must be. 
| A huge camera at the right distance 
|on +s traveling base, “snapped” the pic- 
ture through a network of fine wire, 
|} which supplied the impression on the 
| glass plate with the necessary dots. 
| This impression was toughened by solu- 
tions, stripped off the glass, and super- 
imposed on another with a background 
prepared for it.. The carefully con- 
Structed plate was then pressed very 
tightly on a zine sheet, so that the 
| form on the glass, dots and all, was 
| left on the sheet by means of acid re- 
ating ink. When the sheet was put 
in a tub of acid, the acid simply ate 
into the zinc where there was no ink, 
leaving the raised dots protected 
against it, and the plate was completed, 
ready for the processes in the rooms 
below to place a duplicate on the press 
forms. 

By this time it was late and time to 
leave. As I passed down stairs, I peeped 
for a second into the great room where 
the huge rotary presses were being 
groomed for their work early the next 
morning in turning out the thousands 
upon thousands of Morning Posts for 
you and me to read at the breakfast 
table before the day’s work begins.

“Last Liberal” by William 
E. Dodd at Meeting. 


F. A. DELANO ALSO SPEAKS 


Admirers of Woodrow Wilson as- 
sembled last night in the Women’s 
National Democratic Club to comme- 
morate the anniversary of his birth. 

Prof. William E. Dodd, of the 
University of Chicago, gave an address 
on “Woodrow Wilson, the Last Liberal,” 
in which he paralleled the struggles 
for democracy undergone by the three 
great liberals—Thomas Jefferson, Abra- 
ham Lincoln and Woodrow Wilson. 

“All seers seem at first to fail, but in 
the end the principles for which they 
fight triumph. Jefferson lost his last 
struggle—freedom for the slaves: Lin- 
coln lost his life for the Union; and 
Wilson went down for world democ- 
racy,” he said. 

“Even when he seemed defeated Wil- 
son never lost faith in the cause of 
democracy, or his courage in the cause,” 
Dodd said. “He fought for the princi- 
ples of democracy in the first adminis- 
tration, and also in his second, when 
he dared what appeared the impossible 
~—to give democracy to all the world.” 

Prof. Dodd was followed by Frederic 
A. Delano, president of the Woodrow 
Wilson Foundation, which sponsored 
the meeting; and Charles S Hamlin, 
Federal Reserve Board. Hamlin urged 
the adoption of the peace pact, even 
thought it may be the shadow of the 
Wilsonian ideal. 

During the day a wreath from the 
Woodrow Wilson Foundation was placed 
upon the tomb of the War President at 
Mount St. Albans. Another wreath 
from an unidentified admirer of the 
late President was placed upon the 
tomb. 

The dinner last night in the Woman’s 
National Democratic Club was one of 
hundreds held throughout the country 
in celebration of Wilson’s birth. Mrs. 
Wilson, wife of the President, attended 
the dinner in New York City.

in the practical administration of the 
Nation's affairs during those eight years 
can well bear witness to the contrary. 

‘Woodrow Wilson was not a business 
man by training, but the whole record 
in Washington is constant proof, first, 
that he knew how to pick subordinates, 
and secondly, that he himself kept in 
close and careful touch with the prac- 
tical affairs of administering the Gov- 
ernment.” 

After praising those who served in 
Wilson's Cabinet individually, Mr. 
Roosevelt continued: 

“To continue the story of Wilson's 
appointments to other posts, both in 
the Cabinet and at the heads of the 
great war divisions hastily created in 
the emergency, would be like calling 
the roll of most of the famous business 
men in the United States. * * * You 
may say that these men came 4s a re- 
sult of the war, but it is fair to note 
from the facts, first, that they were 
chosen by Wilson, the idealist, and 
secondly, when they came to Washing- 
ton they found a smoothly running, 
practical business machine with only 
the duty of enlarging its scope.”

republics in preventing serious con- 
flict. Even if sporadic skirmishes take 
place in the disputed territory, this will 
not be permitted to provoke an open 
breach leading to warfare and major 
military operations. The moral influ- 


ence for peace, including the appeals 
from the League of Nations at Geneva 
have not proved strong enough to af- 
fect the practical aspects of the situa- 
tion, it is explained, but the commit- 
ments which the two countries have 
made to the American republics assem- 
bled in conference here and the real- 
ization that Argentina, Brazil, Chile 
and Peru will not in any event permit 
the peace program to fail have brought 
realization to both Bolivia and Para- 
guay that war is impossible. 


Papers Give Out First News, 


News of the Bolivian attack on Fort 
Vanguardia reached Secretary of State 
Kellogg through the morning news- 
papers. There was not enough early 
information to warrant any meeting 
of the special committee of the con- 
ference which its wrestling with the 
dispute. The Bolivian legation denied 
the accuracy of re orts from Para- 
guayan sources while the Paraguayan 
legation delivered the following note 
to the State Department: 

“Bolivian trooms have occupied anew 
Fort Vanguardia, abandoned after the 
last happening. The troops (Bolivian) 
still retain Boqueron (a Paraguayan 
fort) and have advanced 4 leagues 
(12 miles) farther into the interior 
threatening the zone occupied by the 
Mennonite colony. All this took place 
without fighting, taking advantage of 
the order given our troops to cease 
hostilities. 

“As soon as it accepted the good 
Offices of the Government at Wash- 
ington, this government (Paraguay) 
revoked the order which had _ been 
given to reoccupy Boqueron as proof 
of its good faith. 

“All the foregoing shows that 
Bolivia has not complied with its 
promises and a very grave situation 
again is created, because Paraguay 
alone cannot avoid new fighting.” 


Bolivia’s Version 


Bolivia’s version is awaited 
before prejudging the situation. It 
is noted, however, that no casualities 
are reported and that, so far as re- 
ports show, there has been no actual 
fighting. Whether Bolivia can be 
accused of having invaded Para- 
guayan territory depends, it is 
pointed out, on whether or not the 
territory reported occupied by Bo- 
livian troops is to be considered as 
belonging to Bolivia or Paraguay. 
Both countries claim it. 

There is some fear that the 
developments may delay the replies 
from Bolivia and Paraguay to the 
protocol which the conference here 
has. transmitted to these countries 
for signature. When signed, the 
protocol will enable the setting up 
of machinery to pass judgment on 
the merits of the controversy pre- 
cipitated by the Fort Vanguardia 
clash on December 6 last. Replies 
had been expected this week and 
some of the delegates expected them 
yesterday.

MEXICO REBEL CHEF

Vigueras Was Credited With 
Two Attempts to Capture 
U. S. Ambassador. 


GOES TO DEATH CALMLY 


Mexico City, Dec. 28 (A.P.).—Maximil- 
ano Vigueras, insurgent leader who was 
captured yesterday and sent to Mexico 
City for trial, was executed by a firing 
squad today after a court-martial. 

In addition to charges of various 
depredations which had led to the post- 
ing of a reward of 5,000 pesos for his 
capture, Vigueras was credited with 
two attempts to capture Dwight W. 
Morrow, United States Ambassador, in 
the last six months. 

The leader was shot at the San La- 
zaro marksmanship school after an all- 
night secret court-martial, Which unan- 
imously condemned him to death. The 
court-martial ended early this morning. 
A firing squard was immediately de- 
tailed and he was taken in a truck to 
the scene of the execution. 

Faces Death Stolcally. 


Vigueras faced death stoically Short- 
ly before his execution he ate some 
bread, drank coffee and smoke a cigar- 
ette. 

During his court-martial he denied 
that he had ever assassinated anybody, 
and denied that he had obeyed orders 
from the League for the Defense of Re- 
ligious Liberty in waging his campaign 
against the government. 

The court-martial was held at mili- 
tary headquarters in Mexico City. Gen. 
Felix Lara presided, while Col. Napo- 
leon Cabrera acted as prosecutor and 
Gen. Mazario Medina acted as defense

These - difficulties have 
been surmounted and he leaves with 
competent attendants, so that the 
treatment of the paralyzed muscles 
may go on without intermission. I 
will be kept constantly informed of all 
changes, and will visit him myself in 
the near future. 

“We are all mindful of the fact— 
special attention having been drawn 
to this—in the case of England’s royal 
patient—the necessity and value of 
sunlight, either artificial, or, of course, 
better—natural. This feature of Mr. 
Vare's trip is so important that we 
must take advantage of the Southern 
latitudes to obtain the°value of this 
and forego probably the conveniences of 
the home district—where the winter 
season precludes the possibility of much 
cutdoor life. 


Takes All Responsibility. 


“Again, the possibilities of influenza, 
which seems to be rapidly spreading 
to the East, and more easily combatted 
with an open-air life, such as is pos- 
sible in his Southern home. 

“The responsibility rests upon me to 
bring about the senator's recovery, and 
there is no question but that it has 
been miraculous to date—scarcely five 
months elapsing since the original at- 
tack. I am not concerned in any way 
about political matters or investiga- 
tions, but solely with the welfare of 
my patient. His recovery is paramount 
to his family, business and politics, and 
for that reason I have been manda- 
tory in requesting the change of resi- 
dence for his health. 

“The very prominent position which 
Mr. Vare holds, his Nation-wide stand- 
ing, and his great comeback, my inter- 
est professionally and as a friend—and, 
the pride which always follows suc- 
cess—would not permit me to jeopar- 
dize his condition of health, under any 
circumstances, nor will I tolerate any 
condition of affairs—of whatever na- 
ture—to interfere with his further re- 
covery. 

“He has only been permitted to read 
the news within the last two weeks, 
for fear of the occurrence again of com- 
plications above described—or a recur- 
rence of the primary condition, which 
is not at all impossible. Since that 
date I have noted the harmful effect 
upon his health. 

“In the course of my professional re- 
lations I have but two regrets—first, 
that I did not compel him to remain 
away from Kansas City, and, second, 
that I did not send him to Florida, as 
I believed advisable, at a much earlier 
date.”

FOR ANTIWAR TREATY 


Monroe Doctrine Protected, 
He Tells Committee on 
Foreign Relations. 


——— on 


SELF-DEFENSE: STRESSED 


(United Press.) 

The Monroe Doctrine is protected by 
the antiwar treaty because it rests 
upon the right of self-defense which 
the treaty recognizes, Secretary of 
State Kellogg told the Senate foreign 
relations committee when questioned 
recently, according to an official tran- 
script of the testimony made public 
last night. 

Secretary Kellogg also told the com- 
mittee the United States was not 


morally bound to go to war against | 


any nation which violated the treaty 
and that the recognition of Russia was 
not involved merely because the United 
States and Russia were both parties to 


@ multilateral agreement. 

Secretary Kellogg edited his testi- 
Moony before it was made public last 
night. The revised text will be used 
by administration senators in defend- 
ing the treaty during the fight to 
adopt a resolution of interpretation 
after the holidays. 

Kellogg declared fear that the Mon- 
Troe Doctrine would be menaced was 
but a shadow. 


European Nations Signed Treaty. 


“Why, gentlemen,” Secretary Kellogg 
told the senators, “every country in 
Europe which could make war on 
Central or South America has signed 
this treaty; and if they did make war 
they would break it, and we would 
be released anyhow. Here is a shadow! 
Even without this treaty. does any- 
bouy believe that the present govern- 
ments of Europe are in any position 
to attack any one of the South Amer- 
fean countries and impose ther form 
of government? And they all have 
different forms of government from 
what they had 100 years ago.” 

This last point was in reference to 
the original statement of the Monroe 
Dectrine which opposed any European 
power imposing its form of govern- 
ment on any part of the western hemi- 
ephere. 

“The Monroe Doctrine,” Secretary 
Kellogg said at another point, “is 
simply a doctrine of self-defense. It 
does not consist of any agreement 
between the United Staces and any 
country in the western hemispnere or 
anywhere else. * * * {t is unneces- 
sary for me to go through all the ui 
terances of every statesman from the 
time of Monroe to the present, to 
show what the Monroe Doctrines. 
Inmimediately after the revolution ‘here 
was the holy alliance in existence, 
whose object was to impose monarchta] 
government, monarchial rule, on svery 
coulhtry. We considered that a inenace 
to the United States, and tnact was the 
Bas.s of the Monroe Doctrin2. resi- 
dent Monroe said that we should 
consider any attempt on their part to 
extend their system of government to 
any portion of this hemisphere as 
dangerous to our peace and safety. 
And over and over again it is stated 
that the doctrine is based solely on 
tie right of self-defense to the United 

tates.” 


Borah Comes to Kellogg’s Ald. 


Senator Borah, chairman, here came 
to the support of Kellogg. 

“It is perfectly certain that every 
mation, when the time arrives, will con- 
strue this treaty in the way it regards 
as justifying self-defense,’ Borah said. 
“Every nation will construe the treaty 
for itself, as to what constitutes self- 
defense, and it does not make any 
difference what you said and what was 
stated afterward, when the time comes, 
what she regards as self-defense she 
Will construe as self-defense.” 

Senator Swanson, Virginia, Democrat, 
asked if the United State~ was morally 
bound to go to war against any nation 
Violating the treaty. Kellogg replied 
there was no such obligation. 

The Secretary also emphatically said 
that participating in a multilateral 
treaty to which Russia is a party does 
mot involve recognition of Russia. 

“We have four multilateral treaties 
to which Russia ts a party. and nobody 
ever claimed that one of them was a 
recognition of the Russian regime at 
all,” Kellogg said. “I have looked that 
up carefully, and have given instruc- 
fect’ to our ministers about the sub- 
ect.” 

The treaties referred to are technical 
ones relating to nonpolitical matters. 


New Navy Airplane

Negotiation of an arbitration treaty 
between the United States and China 
has been initiated, the State Depart- 
ment announced yesterday, by trans- 
mission of a draft pact to the Chinese 
Minister, S. Alfred Sze, to serve as a 
basis for agreement. It is similar to 
treaties recently signed with France 
and ten other countries and those now 
in process of negotiation with 20 other 
nations. 

China is the iast of the nations hav- 
ing diplomatic representation in Wash- 
ington to be offered the pact by Sec- 
retary Kellogg, except the Latin-Ameri- 
can republics, which now are negoti- 
ating in Washington a multilateral 
tweaty of similar nature.

London, Dec. 28 (A.P.).-Commander 
Evangeline Booth, head of the Salva- 
tion Army in the United States, on her 
arrival in London this afternoon to at- 
tend the meeting on January 8 of the 
high council, said emphatically: “I 
have not come to seize the throne.”

more than fifteen years, explained why 
the eighteenth amendment did not in- 
clude the purchase of liquor.

“Those who drafted the amendment 
were afraid that to include the pur- 
chase of liquor might involve too many 
legal technicalities on the infringe- 
ment of individual rights, For this 
reason the purchaser was omitted from 
the amendment,” he said. 

Senator Sheppard, Texas Democrat, 
author of the prohibition amendment, 
declined to predict whether the ruling 
might lead to legislation making the 
purchaser of liquor equally gullty with 
the seller in all transactions. 

“There is no telling what the Su- 
preme Court will do with the decision,” 
he said, “but from my knowledge of 
both the prohobition law and the con- 
spiracy law, I believe the judge was 
correct in his ruling.”

Court Holds Indiana Gover- 
nor’s Pardon of Shu- 
maker Illegal. 


ATTORNEYS TO SEEK WRIT 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 28 (U.P.).— 
The Rev. E. S. Shumaker, superintend- 
ent of the Indiana Antisaloon League, 
must serve a 60-day sentence on the 
State {arm for contempt, the Supreine 
Court ruled today in holding illegal a 
pardon issued by Gov. Ed Jackson on 
October 18. 

The State prohibition leader was sen- 
tenced originally after publication of 
his annual report two years ago, in 
which he allegedly referred to the su- 
preme court body as “wet.” 

Shumaker fought the sentence for 
several months in the court, but finally 
surrendered last October to serve the 
term. He arrived at the prison farm 
on October 19, but a pardon from the 
governor already had been received and 
Shumaker was released. 


Refuses to Apologize. 


Considerable controversy arose after 
the issuance of the pardon and a de- 
mand was made for Shumaker to apolo- 
gize to the court. Shumaker’s friends 
countered with statements that they 
believed*the Antisaloon League superin- 
tendent had acted sincerely and he re- 
fused to apologize. 

Attorney General Arthur L. Gillliom 
petitioned the supreme court for an 
opinion on Gov. Jackson’s pardon pow- 
er and the ruling today was made on 
that petition. 

Shumaker's attorneys announced 
they would ask a writ of habeas corpus 
in Federal court to prevent Sheriff 
Omer Hawkins from arresting the dry 
leader. 

The attorney general’s petition con- 
tended that the governor had no power 
to pardon a man who had been sen- 
tenced for contempt of court and that 
Jackson had overstepped his power in 
doing so. ‘The ruling today upheld 
Gilliom’s. contention. 


Further Contempt Charged. 


The report for which Shumaker was 
convicted of contempt was for 1925, 
published in 1926. The attorney gen- 
eral filed an information and. the 
court refefred the matter to five lead- 
ing attorneys acting as friends and a 
majority of the lawyers held Shumaker 
was guilty. On August 6, 1927, the 
court found Shumaker guilty and later 
sentenced him to serve 60 days on the 
farm and pay a fine of $250. 

Later Gilliom petitioned the court 
to increase this punishment, alleging 
that in the publication of correspon- 
dence between Shumaker and Senators 
Arthur M. Robinson and James E. 
Watson, the dry leader again had com- 
mitted contempt through an alleged 
effort to get political pressure to the 
supreme court for his release

MEYER’S SHO 
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A QUESTION OF HONOR. 


The government of Paraguay makes 
the grave charge that Bolivian military 
forces have advanced twelve miles into 
the territory claimed by both countries, 
an act that is in disregard of the Agree- 
ment made by both Bolivia and Paraguay 
to suspend operations while awaiting ad- 
justment of their recent differences by 
a commission to be appointed by the Pan- 
_American conference. 

Binister influences are at work to bring 
ubout war over the disputed territory, in 
which petroleum is said to have been dis- 
covered. ; 

The honor of the two governments 
concerned is now involved in the agree- 
ment looking to adjustment of this dis- 
pute by peaceful means. Neither gov- 
ernment can now play fast and loose 
with the governments belonging to the 
Pan-American Union without incurring 
the severest penalties that could fall 
upon a nation—penalties that are not 
measured in terms of force, but in loss 
of prestige and destruction of confidence, 
which are rarely regained, and which 
are enough to blast the fortunes of anv 
eountry. 

The capture of all the disputed terri- 
tory by either Bolivia or Paraguay, at 
the cost of its honor, would be the most 
ruinous adventure it could undertake. It 
does not seem possible that any men re- 
sponsible for government in either coun- 
try could be seduced or coerced into.a 
betrayal of their country’s richest pos- 
session—its honor—for the sake of 
gaining possession of territory not clear- 
ly established to be its own. The facf 
that Bolivia and Paraguay took steps to 
arbitrate the title to the territory in 
question is an admission that neither of 
them could establish title otherwise. 
Their agreement to arbitrate, and their 
recent agreement to seek a settlement 
of border disputes through the good of- 
fices of the Pan-American Conference, 
earned the respect of all American coun- 
tries and paved the way for a just and 
lasting peace. If this peace should now 
be broken for the sake of grasping terri- 
tory supposed to contain rich resources 
the aggressor in the case would never 
live down the infamy of the act. 

The friends of Bolivia and Paraguay, 
who comprise all the other republics, 
including the United States, earnestly 
hope that the two governments will hold 
a firm hand over their bellicose troops on 
the border and put an absolute stop to all 
military movements until the proposed 
conciliation commission has performed 
its task. 


WHAT BECOMES OF THEM. 


When one considers the collegiate flivvers 
that shamble through the streets of every 
American city one fs apt to conclude that auto- 
mobiles never wear out. But experience 
teaches that even the best and most sturdy of 
machines in time reaches the end of its use- 
fulness. What becomes of broken-down auto- 
mobiles? What does the owner of a fifth-hand 
motor car of 1915 vintage do when it coughs 
its last note? If he lives in Cleveland he has 
it hauled to the municipal smelter, where it 
is melted down and sold as junk metal. If he 
lives in New York he takes it surreptitiously 
to the Bronx and abandons it in a vacant lot. 
At any rate, that isgwhat the Bronx Board of 
Trade says he does, and it asks the New York 
City authorities to do. something to prevent 
broken-down automobiles from becoming eye- 
gores and depreciators of property values. 

It seems that New York City will not accept 
- decrepit automobiles at its dumps, so the 
owner of a vehicle no longer marketable (it 
is asserted that there are such) is driven to 

e surreptitious use of vacant lots. One car 

shed under cover of darkness into a vacant 
Ot acts as a magnet to attract others. Fre- 
qiently, says the Board of Trade, it costs from 
$100 to $200 for the purchaser of a lot to 
remove the pile of battered tonneaus, rusted 
shassis and frayed upholstery remnants. It 
is suggested that a municipal smelter be es- 
tablished in New York where such decrepit 
hulks could be melted into junk metal, or that 
provision be made for towing them to sea 
where they could be tossed to the fishes.

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complaint from property owners that their 
lots are being used as dumping places. Can 
it be that there is something in the Washing- 
ton climate that makes them like the deacon’s 
one-hoss shay? 


BUYERS MUST NOT TRANSPORT LIQUOR. 


Federal Judge Kirkpatrick’s decision that 
the purchaser of bootleg liquor is guilty of 
conspiracy if he helps to bring about the 


viewed by the Supreme Court. The decision 
relates to transportation, not to purchase. The 
judge holds that the purchase of liquor is not 
an offense under the prohibition law, but that 
if a purchaser becomes a party to an agree- 
ment for the transportation of liquor he vio- 


lates the law. The penalty for such an offense 
is a fine only, such as is imposed for trans- 
portation, and the element of conspiracy in 
this instance is not an aggravation of the 
offense. 

This decision will have a strong deterrent in- 
fluence by causing purchasers of liquor to 
beware of: becoming involved in an agreement 
to transport liquor. No doubt the prohibition 
enforcement bureau will redouble its energies 
in running down transporters of liquor. It is 
not only warranted in doing so, but must do 
so if the law is to be enforced. Bootleggers 
will be handicapped by this decision, as they 
will be unable to make advance contracts with 
buyers who are aware of the great risk in- 
volved in making such a contract. Apparently 
the only safe rule for the purchaser to adopt is 
to make no agreement whatever with a boot- 
legger. If liquor is produced and a purchase 
made on the spot, without previous agreement, 
the buyer will be safe, although the seller 
may be punishable; but even in this case the 
buyer will be liable to prosecution for unlaw- 
ful possession. 

There is no reason to doubt the validity of 
Judge Kirkpatrick’s decision. It is in harmony 
with the law. which makes transportation of 
liquor a distinct offense. The court holds in 
effect that one who aids and abets transporta- 
tion, while technically guilty of the grave 
crime of conspiracy, should not be punished 
by a fine exceeding that which would be im- 
posed upon conviction for transportation. 


BEAUTY IN ARCHITECTURE. 


Speaking before the College Art Association 
of America, Prof. Sherley W. Morgan, of 
Princeton University, recently said that Ameri- 
can architecture never would be a true ex- 
pression of the spirit of the age, because 
business was more concerned with the prac- 
ticability and usefulness of its buildings than 
with their beauty. The statement is patently 
absurd. If American builders are primarily 
concerned with practitability and usefulness, 
then those attributes are the spirit of the age. 
Yet no one can deny that Americans, to a 
greater degree than any other people, have 
been able to combine practicability and use- 
fulness with beauty in their buildings. 

It can not be denied that American archi- 
tecture at one time was ugly. Too many 
specimens of the ‘horrible’ age remain. All 
types of structures, commercial, residential 
and even factory, at one time were conceived 
with the idea of lavish, machine-made “orna- 
ment,” or without any attention to esthetic 
details whatsoever, and many stand today, 
eyesores to the community. Within the last 
decade, however, a new school has been born. 
In any city in the country one needs only to 
examine new buildings to realize that the 
American architect has developed a technique 
peculiarly American, in which beauty is out- 
standing, but in which practicability and use- 
fulness have not been sacrificed. The pyramid 
office structure that has found such favor in 
New York, and which is rapidly finding favor 
elsewhere, can be compared favorably with. 
the most beautiful temples ever built. Even 
factories today are situated in landscaped sur- 
roundings, and stand as beauty spots in the 
community. 

An ultimate, of course, has not been reached. 
There will always be need for including greater 
beauty in the design of buildings. The Ameri- 
can architect, however, has made great prog- 
ress in the last decade, and he may be depended 
upon to work out beautiful forms as well as 
titanic bulks. 


SCIENTISTS IN CONCLAVE. 


The powerful influence of science on mod- 
ern life can only be realized when all the 
achievements of scientific research are brought 
together and made public at a great conference, 
such as that being held by the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, in 
New York. The latest findings in geology and 
paleontology; the most recent discoveries de- 
signed to prolong the life of man; the most 
abstruse experiments of the chemical labora- 
tory; the most recent theories of the psycholo- 
gist and sociologist are being given to the 
scientific world and to the public. The whole 
scope of science, from the age of the earth to 
measurements of a butterfly’s heartbeats, is 
receiving attention. 

One scientist announces the isolation of 
powerful hormones, which are the agencies 
that control life and growth through activity 
of the glands of internal secretion. | The dis- 
covery is considered of utmost significance in 
the field of medical science, and the specific 
hormone just isolated is believed to be of 
prime importance in the treatment of diabetes. 
Another section of the conference was told 
that 500,000 children in the United States 
have been saved from orphanhood since 1900 
because science has lengthened the span of 
life. | 

In another field of study sufficient evidence 
has been found upon which scientists feel 
justified in doubling the estimated age of the 
world and placing the new figure at approxi- 
mately 1,000,000,000 years. Other eminent 
scientists advance the theory that the fourth 
glaciation period, about 100,000 years ago, is 
responsible for civilization of man. This view 
is that previous to the glacial periods there 
was a universally mild climate. The more 
severe temperatures drove men into caves, 
forced them to invent clothes, tools and fire, 
and finally developed the thinking process. 
These are but meager examples of how sci- 
ence is extending knowledge and making more 
advanced civilization possible. Only a fraction 
of the theories expounded at the present con- 
‘clave will stand the test of time, but each of 
these will undoubtedly result in further re- 
search. There are few finalities in science. 
Scientific opinion is relentlessly torn down ‘and 
set aside each time a new discovery is made, 
but this process of advancing from the known 
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transportation of liquor will probably be re-' 
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to the unknown has resulted im a greater ex- 
tension of knowledge than has ever been 
known before. 

Yet with all science has done to improve the 
status of man and to extend the horizon of 
knowledge, the present gathering in New 
York is a striking reminder that only a start 


discovered truths that are of vital {nterest to 
humanity. It is inconceivable that: the need 
for further technical research will ever pass. 
On the other hand, increased knowledge will 
bring about greater demand for luxuries .and 
for more knowledge. There will be no end to 
the scientific conquest with nature. 

Since science is perhaps the most vital 
factor in the future status of the world, it is 
encouraging to see so many men in America 
devoting themselves to lifting the veil of 
ignorance from our eyes. There are approxi- 
mately 5,900 scientists at the present gather- 
ing, and it is estimated that nearly 2,000 
technical papers on vital subjects will be read. 
Most of these men are giving their full time to 
research in highly specialized fields. Their 
progress is necessarily slow, but it is none the 
less sure. The future of the world is, to a 
large degree, dependent on the aggregate suc- 
cess of their endeavors. 


PEDESTRIANS, WATCH THE LIGHTS! 


The District Traffic Department has just 
completed gnother extension of the traffic 
signal system. The new semaphores on 
Thirteenth street have already brought about 
more orderly and expeditious movement of 
traffic and accident liability has been reduced. 
However, the traffic signal system can never 
be a complete success without cooperation of 
the public. 

There is a tendency in Washington to regard 
the automatic signals as intended solely for 
regulation of motor traffic. It is just as es- 
sential to public safety that pedestrians pay 
attention to the red and green lights in cross- 
ing streets. Until the semaphores stop walkers 
from crossing at intersections through a stream 
of motor cars their full 
manifest. 

Where intersections are controlled by auto- 
matic light signals pedestrians have a legal 
right to cross the street only when the traffic 
is stopped. The traffic rules plainly read:

‘Pedestrians shall have the right of way at 

crosswalks, except controlled by 
traffic officers and traffic devices, and it shall 
be unlawful for any person to cross the road- 
way through moving traffic on any street upon 
which traffic is controlled by electric signal 
lights. Pedestrians shall yield the right of 
way to vehicular traffic whenever such traffic 
is moving on proper signal.” 

If a pedestrian starts across an intersection 
on the green light and the signals change 
before he reaches the curb it up to the 
motorist to wait until the walker has reached 
a place of safety. Safety zones have been pro- 
vided in.the center of the streets in many in- 
stances to facilitate cases of this kind. If a 
person starts across the street on a red light, 
however, or if he crosses any place but at the 
regularly established walks he is taking his 
life in his own hands and has no legal claim 
for damages in case of injury. 

Motorists of Washington have been fairly 
well educated to the automatic signal system, 
but it is flagrantly violated by people on foot. 
The Traffic Bureau fis still hoping that the 
desired cooperation will be forthcoming. 
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STUDY OF THE MIDDLEMAN. 


The national wholesale conference held un- 
der the auspices of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce has laid the groundwork for a 
comprehensive study of the middleman 
business. Four committees are at work 
the subject, and will prepare reports for 
meeting of the conference early in 1929. 

Satisfactory solution of the middleman 
problem is one of the first essentials to con- 
tinued prosperity in. the United States. The 
country is undergoing widespread changes. 
Consolidation of industries and business in- 
terests is being effected more rapidly than ever 
before. Virtually every major line of indus- 
try and commerce witnessed important com- 
binations during the past year, and it is esti- 
mated that 1929 will be one of the greatest 
years for business amalgamations in the finan- 
cial history of this country. With both the 
manufacturers and retailers organized and do- 
ing business on a large scale, there is a ten- 
dency to squeeze out the middlemen. 

A few years ago mergers were being ef- 
fected to reduce production costs. There has 
been constant hammering on production econ- 
omy, but neglect of selling costs. In many 
instances manufacturers have spent all their 
efforts to make production of an article cost 
a penny less, and have let it cost a nickel 
more to meet market competition and induce 
consumers to buy it. At present the majority 
of mergers are being made:to cut distribu- 
tion costs, 

The greatest economic need of the country 
at present {s some scheme which will carry 
the benefits of mass production over to con- 
sumers. Distribution has become a tremen- 
dous business and its importance is constantly 
increasing. But distribution should not be 
so costly as to absorb all the benefits that have 
come from lower costs of production. Further 
efficiency in the economic system must com& 
from readjustment of the machinery employed 
to make the products of the factory available 
in the home. 

In so far as the middleman functions as an 
essential unit in distribution, his service is in- 
dispensable. But those organizations which 
take a profit for conveying goods from manu- 
facturers to small retailers are likely to find 
their legitimate function diminishing. The 
need for certain wholesale service will not dis- 
appear, but much of the business now trans- 
acted by middlemen will certainly be done 
directly between large manufacturing and re- 
tailing organizations. The problem of elimi- 
nating unnecessary and parasitic wholesalers 
and retaining all those whd render essential 
service is of first importance to business, and 
can well be given scientific study by the lead- 
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The ‘“speakies’’ will fizzle, for the same 
reason that every presentable stranger seems 
more important while he keeps still.

| from ohne session to another, and does 
| not adjourn. To take that view would 
‘require the holding that Congress’ is 
continually in session, and that when 
it “adjourns” to a fixed day or hour 
if is not an adjournment at all. Yet, 
day after day, the record states just 
such adjournments. 

It was an oversight on the part of 
the makers of the Constitution that 
they did not provide that all bills 
should be in the hands of the Presi- 
dent a certain number of days before 
adjournment. He is made a part of 
the lawmaking power, yet ts given no 
time to study many of the bills passed 
by Congress. He attends at the Capitol 
in the last hours of the session and 
signs bills he has had no time to ex- 
amine. Thus, in a great measure, he js 
deprived of his right to give proper 
consideration of legislative acts. In 
several of the States the constitution 
provides that all bills passed by the 
legislature must be in the hands of 
the governor a fixed number of days 
before adjournment. Governors have 
held that such a provision is for their 
benefit, and can be waived by them if 
they see fit to accept bills within the 
prohibited number of days, but unless 
they do so waive their right the legis- 
lature is bound by the provision. 
Would it not be a good thing if the 
Federal Constitution were amended in 
this particular? N. C. WEST. 


COST OF HOUSES. 

Interesting figures show that the 
average cost of houses is higher in 
cities of 500,000 population and over . 
than in smaller centers, and that there 
is a considerable difference in con- 
struction costs in different cities, 
greater in some instances than the 
‘average citizen would suppose, says 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. In 14 
cities of more than half a million, the 
average cost of one-family dwellings 
was $5,169 during the first half of 1928. 
Such houses, however, were built for an 
average cost of $3,619 in St. Louis, while 


the same general type of dwelling cost, 
On an average, $8,534 in Washington, 
a difference of more than 100 per cent. 
It was not determined whether this 
increase was due to better houses in 


Washington or to higher construction 
costs or both.

New York, Dec. 28 (A.P:).—Robert H. 
Blake, associate director of the Cunard 
Line, has written to T. V. O'Connor, 
chairman of the United States Shipping 


Board, saying that the action of the 
board in assigning the liner. President 
Roosevelt to the Ward Line for com- 
petition against Cunard service to 
Havana is an illegal act, forbidden by 
the shipping act of 1910. 

The Cunarder Caronia sailed from 
New York to Havana yesterday. its 
rates were higher than those of the 
Ward Line. The President Roosevelt 
sails on its first voyage for the Ward 
Line in about a week, and from then 
on will sail from the same ports on the 
game days that the Caronia departs. 

The allocation to the Ward Line -of 
the President Roosevelt, said Blake's 
letter, made public today, “is an at- 

tempt to restrict foreign steamship 
companies from freely trading between 
two countries. There have been and 
there are laws restricting other coun- 
tries from competing in coastwise trade, 
but never before have there been re- 
etrictions against international trade.’ 


Called “Fighting Ship.” 


Blake quoted O’Connor as having re- 
ferred in a telephone conversation be- 
tween them to the President Roosevelt 
as a “fighting ship,” and then re- 
ferred to the shipping act clause pro- 
hibiting use o¢ “a fighting ship either 
separately or in conjunction with any 
other carrier through agreement or 
otherwise. The term fighting ship in 
this act means a vessel used in a par- 

} ticular trade by a carrier or group of 
carriers for the purpose of excluding, 
preventing or reducing competition by 
driving another carrier out of said 
trade.” ; 

Blake’s letter concluded, “Our proper 
recourse in such circumstances as now 
confront us would naturally be to refer 
the matter to your board, but as the 
ship involved is the board's vessel and 
is put into the trade on the ‘erms 
above described by the board, we may 
find it necessary, if we are damaged 
to any appreciable extent, to appeal to 
the courts for relief.”

New York, Dec. 28.—With the bull 


contingent continuing to dominate in 
the stock market, the situation devel- 
oped nothing much in the way of varia- 
tion today. A wide list of issues was 
lifted from 1 to more than 20 points, 
39 going into new high price territory 
for the year or longer and but 8 new 
lows being established. The volume of 
transactions increased considerably, the 
turnover going close to 4,800,000 shares 
for the largest total in more than a 
week. 

The scope of the year-end strain in 
the money market was evidenced in the 
weekly bank statements and money 
continued to command the season's 
highest rates, but speculation proceeded 
to gather momentum. Traders accept-

Gen. Palmer E. Pierce, president of 
the National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation, told that body that the spirit 
of the American Olympic Assoclation 
had been violated in the recent Olympic 
games but that the detonation was 
muffled as the association passed along 
his recommendations for an investiga- 
tion to a committee to study. 

Gen. Pierce, in his annual address, 
asked that the association call upon 
the Olympic Association to meet in the 
near future. to consider his charges 
that by holding the international game 
team tryouts as a part of the Amateur 
Athletic Union championships, the 
spirit of article 2 of the Olympic 
body’s constitution had been violated. 
Instead of the Olympic committee de- 
ciding upon the members of the tean)., 
the Athletic Union was the deciding 
factor, he said. 


He further charged that the rep- 
resentatives of the N. C. A. A. had 
been given little opportunity to aid 
in the selection of managers, train- 
ers, coaches and officials accom- 
panying the Olympic team. 


His address in open session during 
the morning came up for discussion 
during the executive meeting this 
afternoon. After the association had 
adjourned until next year, Gen. Pierce 
briefly told newspaper men tuaat his 
recommendations were being referred 
to a committee for study. He said the 
committee had not yet been appointed. 

The address also brought another 
subject before the association when 
Gen. Pierce maintained that his body 
should be permitted to pass on the 
amateur status of its own athletes in 
participation of the Olympic and A, A. 
U. games instead of the union directly 
handling the registration. 

At the closed session Gen. Pierce, 
head of the N. C. A, A. for some 20 
years, was reelected president.

EW YORK, Dec. 28.—Joseph P. 

Murphy, one of the most popular 

characters the American racing 
world has known in the last two dec- 
ades, passed away at a private sana- 
torium in New York yesterday after an 
operation for ulcers of the stomach 
performed on December 20. 

The deceased, whose elongated stat- 
ure and magnetic personality attracted 
friends everywhere throughout the 
land, was in his fifty-third year. He 
is survived by six brothers, James M. 
general manager of the Fair Grounds, 
New Orleans; John J., Timothy M., 
Edward P., Dennis and William J. 
Murphy, most of whom were promi- 
nently identified with racing, and two 
sisters, Mrs. F. T. Campbell and Mrs. 
T. M. Quinn. The deceased was a 
widower, his wife having been a victim 
of an influenza epidemic which rav- 
aged Baltimore during the racing sea- 
son of 1917. 

Mr. Murphy, who, like his brothers, 
James, Timothy and John, entered 


racing as a racing news telegrapher in 
his home city, St. Louls, became an 
expert odds maker and handicapper. 


He was one of the most trusted com- 
mission operators in racing for many 
years before his death. 

The remains were removed from the 
Leroy Sanatorium yesterday to the 
Frank E. Campbell funeral parlors, 
where they reposed until taken aboard 
the 6:05 o'clock train last night for St. 
Louls where funeral services will be 
held.and interment made in Calvary 
Cemetery tomorrow. 

The body was escorted to the train 
by William J. Murphy, the brother of 
the deceased, and James Rowe, Jr., 
who was a close friend. Mr. Murphy 
included among his closest friends E, 
R. Bradley, the breeder, and owner of 
the Fair Grounds. He was on the 
world cruise of the liner Belgenland at 
the time Mrs. Bradley, wife of the 
sportsman, died. He left the tour to 
accompany the body from China to 
the Bradley home at Idle Hour Farm, 
near Lexington, Ky.

It is ten years since the last great 
epidemic of influenza. There is every 
reason to expect the next one of the 
series between 1938 and 1945. They have 
come at about the interval indicated in 
the past and they will continue to come 
periodically in the future. 

During the last ten years we have 


done little to find out facts about in- 
How much will we do In the | 


fluenza. 
next ten years? 

Dr. Gill's opinion about the nature 
of influenza are about as follows: 

The disease breeds in certain great 
land areas well to the north. The prin- 
cipal of these is in northwestern Asia. 
There may be less important breeding 
places in Canada. 

When the relation between the mass 
ot infection, on the one hand and the 
resistance to the disease becomes right, 
the epidemic breaks awty and sweeps 
over the world. 

After such a world epidemic pools of 
infection are left in almost every coun- 
try. There are more of these left- 
behind, pools in colder countries than 
in those which are warmer, 

These pools overfiow every few years, 
causing local and seasonal waves of in- 
fluenza. There are probably such pools 
in America. Some of them will not dry 
up before the next great wave comes 
along. During the next great wave the 
people around these pools will get off 
lighter than the people elsewhere. 

There are always preliminary waves 
which give warnings of the big wave, 
The high pneumonia rate of the spring 
of 1918 should have warned us of the 
great wave of October, 1918. 

There is an immunity to the disease. 
With most people this is a short lived 
immunity: with others it may be long. 

How badly we are hit by a wave de- 
pends on the amount of infection on 
the one hand and the degree of com- 
munity: immunity on the other. The 
prevalence of the disease and the time 
of outbreaks are largely determined by 
the weather. .The particular wegther 
which opens the flood gates is low 
temperature, high humidity and con- 
siderable rainfall. 

If, when influenza is ready to strike, 
there comes a day or two of cold, wet, 
foggy weather, look out for trouble five 
days later.

PRESENT POLICY OF U. S. 
GIVING LUMP-SUM ISSUE 


Civic and Trade Associations 
Confident Data Will Show 
Percentage Basis Best. 


The report of the Bureau of Ef- 
ficiency on its study of the fiscal rela- 
tions between the United States and 
District of Columbia governments wiil 
be submitted to Congress next week, 
Herbert D. Brown, chief of the bureau, 
announced yesterday. 

The report is expected to determine 
®nce and for all whether the present 
plan whereby the Federal Government 
pays a lump sum of $9.000,000 as its 
Bhare of the cost of government here 
is to be continued or abandoned. 

With the cost of running the city 
now close to $40,000,000, the Federal 
Government’s contribution of $9.000,000 
represents only about 25 per cent of 
the total, which means that the Dis- 
trict has to bear the 75 per ccnt. 


At one time the Federal and Dis- 
trict governments paid the bill on a 
50-50 basis. Later came the 60-40 plan, 
Whereby the District paid 60 per cent 
and the Federal Government 40 per 
cent. Finally, at the instance of Rep- 
resentative Cramton, of Michigan, the 
practice of having the Federal Gove 1- 
ment contribute a lump sum of $9,000,- 
000 was inaugurated. 

The fiscal relations study made by 
the bureau is one of the most ex- 
haustive inquiries ever . undertaken 
By that organization, and has been 
under way ever since the close of the 
first sessions of the Seventieth Con- 
gress. 

Civic and trade bodies hare are 
confident that the bureau’s report 
will show clearly the unfairness of 
the lump-sum practice. 


Percentage Foes Confident.

Advocates of the lump-sum policy, 
Mke Cramton and _— Representative 
Simmons, of Nebraska, are just as 
confident that it will back up their 
views. 

‘Hearings on the District appropria- 
tion bill are to be started by the 
District subcommittee of the House 
appropriations committee July 3, 
and probably will be underway by the 
time the Bureau’s report arrives at 
the Capitol. 

If the report should advocate 
abandonment of the lump-sum policy 
in favor of a percentage ratio, it is 
hoped that the subcommittee will 
insert such a provision in the ap- 
propriations bill. However, no as- 
surance has been given that this will 
be done.

DLICEMAN 10 FACE 


Boudinot Against Ray S. 
Miller to Trial. 


Full investigation of the manner in 
which a man who gave his name as 
Frank L Boudinot, jr. and nis ad- 
dress as Naval Village Apartment, 2423 
E street northwest, came to be injured 
at the hands of a policeman in an 
altercation at a Twentieth street apart- 
ment will be undertaken by the Police 
Trial Board at an early date. Maj.

Policeman Ray S. Miller, of the Third 
Precinct, who was suspended in con- 
nection with Boudinot’s injuries, will 
be summoned before the board.

He was 
taken to Emergency Hospital and treat- 
ed for scalp iacerations. Physicians 
took two stitches in the cut, but couid 
not determine what had caused it 
Later Boudinot was returned to the 
precinct station, where he stated that 
he was not shot but had been struck 
over the head with the butt of a re- 
volver. 

Capt. Stott initiated an investigation 
which resulted in Miller’s suspension, 
but declined to state how Miller be- 
came involved or any circumstancés in 
connection with the affair. In his re- 
port to Maj. Hesse the captain report- 
ed that there vere conflicting stories 
ebout it and recommended that the 
trial board attempt to solve it. All 
records in the case were turned over 
to Maj. Hesse, Capt. Stott stated last 
night.

BUARD IN ASGAULT) TQ LEGATION MAID 


Lost by City Firemen 
and Physicians. 


CONFLICTING TALES TOLD|$1,000 ESTATE IS LEFT 


Miss Anna Janish, 35-jear-old mald, 
of the Austrian Legation, died yester- 
day afternoon at Casualty Hospital from 
the effects of gas poisoning, from which 
she was found suffering Wednesday 
morning in a tightly-sealed bathroom 
at the legation. 

Her death followed a valiant 54-hour 
fight to save her life on the part of 
members of the Fire Department Res- 
cue Squad and physicians of the hos- 
pital, during the course of which Dr. 
J. A. Ridge, of the hospital staff, sub- 
mitted to a blood transfusion and gave 
a pint of his blood for the woman. 

A suicide note béside the woman’s 
body when she was found Wednesday 
attributed her act to the fear of losing 
her mind because of insomnia. It made 
several bequests of her property, desig- 
nating that $800 should be sent to her 
brother, $200 spent for funeral ex- 
penses, and her personal effects dis- 
tributed among certain friends at the 
legation. The money was found in a 
bureau drawer in Miss Janish’s room 
and consisted of ten $100 bills 

Miss Janish was a native of Austria 
and had been in this country about two 
years, all of which was spent in the 
employ of the legation Coroner J. 
Ramsay Nevitt was notified, and prob- 
ably will issue a certificate of death to- 
day.

McKinley High Is Expected to 
Get More Pupils Than 
Central This Time. 


980 SLATED TO ENTER 
“JUNIOR” INSTITUTIONS 


Estimates by Officials Gauge 
Enrollment in Classes 
After February Tests. 


Public school officials yesterday es- 
timated that 1,163 students in the 
graded and junior high schools in the 
white divisions would be promoted to 
the senior high schools February 1. 
At the same time, officials declared 
approximately 980 students would be 
promoted from the graded schools in 
the white divisions to the junior high 
schools. 

The new McKinley High School will 
receive the largest number of the 
February graduates from the graded 
and junior high schools. Officials 
estimate 348 of the 1,163 students to 
be promoted will enroll at McKinley. 
For the past decade, Central High 
School has claimed the largest enroll- 
ment but this semester officials esti- 
mate only 252 students will be en- 
rolled there. 


208 to Enroll in Eastern. 


Eastern High School will enroll 208 
freshmen, Western, 198, and Business, 
157, officials approximate. 

Of the approximately 980 students 
to be promoted to the junior high 
schools, the Hine will receive the 
largest number, with 242 reporting in 
February. Macfarland will claim the 
next largest-number, with 149; 148 will 
be sent to the new Gordon, 115 to 
Stuart; 105 to Langley: 74 to Jeffer- 
son; 52 to Columbia; 51 to Powell, and 
44 to Brightwood 

Schools in the first division will 
send the largest number of students 
to the hizh schools, with approximately 
207 reporting from this division. 


Fifth Division Is Second. 


The fifth division will graduate 176 
students, the third, 113; the sixth, 110; 
the seventh, 67; the combined second, 
fourth and eighth, 38 and the ninth 
seven. 

The MacFarland Junior High School 
will promote the largest number of 
students to the high schools, with 104. 
Sixty-nine students will be promoted 
from the Hine and Langley respectively, 
64 from Columbia, 60 from Powell, 38 
from Brightwood and 41 from Jeffer- 
son. 

The seventh grade division will send 
the largest number of students to the 
junior high schools, with 242 promo- 
tions. Two hundred and forty-one 
will be promoted from the third divi- 
sion, 147 from the first, 121 from the 
combined second, fourth and eighth 
divisions, 114 from the sixth, 102 from 
the fifth and thirteen from the ninth.

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CIVIC ASOOGTATIONG 
CONSIDER JOBLESS 


Race Distribution in Police 
and Fire Ranks Subject of 
Federation Survey. 


W. D. NIXON OFFERS CHART 


Spurred on by consideration of pro- 
posed vagrancy laws for the District 
and their effect upon the negro, the 
Federation of Civic Associations last 
night, meeting in the board room at 
the District Building, made a prelimi- 
nary survey of the economic situation 


of the colored citizen in the com- 
munity, one phase of which apparently 
demonstrated that lack of opportunity 
for employment under the District 
government was conducive to vagrancy. 

A chart presented by W. D. Nixon 
showed 858 white firemen here and 17 
colored firemen. He suggested that 
the percentage of colored population, 
26.7, warranted 233 employes in the 
fire department. Salaries of white fire- 
men were given as a total of $1,771,988, 
while those of colored firemen totaled 
$36,752, the proportion of population 
suggesting $452,000 as a more likely 
figure. Nixon stated that there were 
17 colored firemen in 1918, and the 
same number in 1928, whereas during 
the past six years there have been 
more than 280 white firemen appointed. 

He stated that in the World War the 
opportunity to participate here was 3 
white to 1 colored, while the oppor- 
tunity for employment here in peace 
times is 36 white to 1 colored. In the 
Police Department he stated there were 
1376 white employes as against 45 
colored, a percentage of 96.8 as com- 
pared with 3.2. 

A more general survey of the econ- 
omic situation was presented by 
Charles M. Thomas, who indicated that 
55 per cent of negroes here were en- 
gaged in domestic service, ani only 1.5 
per cent engaged in trade, which was 
pointed out as the weakest point in 
the negro’s economic development. 

A communication from Secretary J. 
T. Doyle, of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, indicated that the negro consti- 
tuted 9.9 per cent of the country’s 
population, and filled 9.1 per cent of 
Federal positions. It was pointed out 
by Thomas, however, that the greatest 
per cent of these positions were in the 
lowest level at an average salary of 
$1,025. 

A motion to indorse Dr. John R. 
Hawkins for successful political work 
in connection with the coloréd voters’ 
division of the Républican national 
committee failed, the federation refus- 
ing to take political bias. An amend- 
ment aiming to give power to the 
federation to admit member associa- 
tions rather than have them admitted 
by cession of boundaries from indivi- 
dual associations as at present, was 
defeated.

Municipal Court Judge George C. 
Aukam yesterday granted a motion for 
possession in favor of Azreal Furr, 
plaintiff, in his suit to oust Misses 
Julia and Roberta Nicholls from the 
Parkway Cooperative Apartments, Con- 
necticut avenue and Macomb street. 
Gerald M. Johnson, defense attorney, 
said he planned an appeal. 

The plaintiff contended the Misses 
Nicholls were unlawfully detaining the 
premises from Furr, the buyer of the 
apartment house and were, therefore, 


tenants at will. The defendants con- 
tended they were not tenants at will, 
and that Furr had no legal title to the 
property. The apartment was sold at 
auction last July under a foreclosure.

He said that Thomas was well thoughe 
of in Tampa, and has a good record 
there.
